Thurlow Weed Tells How Russia Fre- 
pared o Aid Us in the Civil War. 


To the Editor of the New York Herald. 


Your eloquent tribute to the charac- 
ter of thelate Emperor Alexander, sup- 
lemented by a glowing recoguition of 
his friendship for our country. prompte 
revelation of an incident showing 
that the Czar was our friend iu action 
as well as in profession. It will be 
remembered that early in the rebellion 
a Rus-ian fleet lay for some months in 
our harbor, that other Russian 
men-of-war were stationed at Sun Fran- 
ci-co. Admiral Farragut, who was 
refitting the United S'ates ship Hart- 
ford, lived at the A-tor House, where 
he was frequently visited by the Rus- 
sian Admiral, between whom, when 
they were young officers in the Medit- 
errancan, a Warm friendship grew up. 
Sitting io my room one day after din- 
ner, Admiral Farragut said to bis Kus- 
sian friend : 

“Why are you spending the winter 
here in idleness?” 

“Tam here.” replied the Russian 
Admiral, “under sealed orders —seals 
ouly to be Lroken in & contingency 
that has not yet occurred.” He added 
that other Kussivn war ves-els were 
lying off San Francisco with sealed 
orders. 

During this conversation the Russian 
Adwiral admitted that he had received 
verbal orders to break the seals if dur- 
ing the rebellion we became involved 
in war with avy foreign nations. Strict 
confidence was then enjoined. When 

in Washington a few dars liter, Scre 
tary Steward informed me that he hast 
asked the Russian Minister why bis 
government kept their ships of war so 
long in our harbors, and while iu aus. 
wer he disclaimed any knowledge of 
the nature of their visit, he felt at lud. 
erty to say that it bud no unfriendly 
purpose. 

Louis Napolean had invited Rus-ia, 
as he a4 Evgland, to unite with tim 
in denmuding the breaking of our 
blockade. The lussian Emba-sador 
in London ivformed his government 
that England was preparing for war 
with America on account of the seizure 
of Mason aud Siitell. Hence two 
fleets were immediately sent across the 

tlantic under sealed wrders, so that 
if their services were not necded the 
intentions of the Emperor would re- 
main, us they hvve to this day,» secret. 
It is certain, however. that when our 
Union was imperiled by « formidable 
rebellion we should have fuund a pow- 
erful ally in Russia had av apprehend. 
ed emergency occurred. .
